Hi Everyone, 

Thanks to everyone who replied with antenna ideas for my situation. 
Actually everything is ok now! The neighbors had another tree, not in an 
ideal place for an antenna, but they didn't have a problem with me using it, 
and I made it work. Took about an extra 20' of RG-8X to get there, but it 
seems to be working ok. The center is at about 50 to 60', just about even 
with the power poles in the neighborhood, and one end is at about 20' while 
the other is at around 30'. I don't know if you'd still call this an 
inverted vee, it's more like a lopsided vee. It kind of goes around the 
corner of the house now.I just finished up a SSB QSO (a little under 10 
Watts on my Icom 718) on 15m with Bryce N7SPQ mobile in Spokane,WA! We must 
have had a really good propagation skip, because it sounded like he was next 
door. Boy 15m has been great lately. I'm going to get on 40m later tonight 
and see how well it does. I'm going to look at a multi-band antenna solution 
before too long. Would be nice to have a tower and a beam, but won't be able 
to do that until I get a place of my own. What I think that I'm going to do 
for now, is to cut resonant lengths for 10m and 20m and hang them on the 
existing vee. I'd especially like to work 10m while the sunspot cycle is 
this good. Take care all, and thanks for the advice! It's off to the voting 
polls now.

I envision feeding the audio from the rx to the soundcard's mic and then 
headphones at the soundcard's, uh, headphone output. The program would 
then take what it hears and produce a binaural representation of it for 
output to the headphones. 


I've been intrigued with the idea since the Binaural Receiver came up 
months ago - but now with all this chatter about PSK31 it seems to me that 


a PC should be able to handle this. 


Perhaps I should roll up my sleeves and get to work on some software 
myself? :-) Never played with DSP programming before... usually I hack 
midrange OS's for a living... 


Well, anyway.. 


Needed an excuse to get into the #2000 issue of the QRP-L Digest :) I 
neglected to post into the issue 1000 issues ago (seems like yesteryear) 
and didn't want to miss the opportunity to be in the 2000 issue in the 
2000th year... or something.

Right next 
to, touching even, a closet door frame?!? But any antenna is better than 
none, and most of it would be outside, so I chanced it :) It couldn't be 
worse, and I still have the Isotron 40 in the attic, and the Isotron 20... 
well.. I won't tell you where that is ;-P Ah, the remnants of apartment 
life. 


Quite pleased. Loads up easily on ALL bands 160 thru 10. Haven't tried 
actually using it with any real thought on anything but 15 and 20 yet, but 
I am SO happy with those results! If I can squeek out a little performance 
on 40 and 30 I'll be dancing happy dances right through the winter (which 
I fear is going to be snowy and cold this year - perfect for ham radio!). 


Got one of my PSK-80 Warblers in the mail yesterday. Ordered two... one to 
build straight up, one with the intent of reproducing the PC-less PSK rig. 
Maybe it'll show tomorrow. 


Got the QRPp on Friday I think. QQ also yesterday. MNQRP meeting on 
Saturday (the new guy even won the raffle!). Saturday night watched 
Frequency on DVD. 


It's been a very good few ham days! 
Yeah... maybe I'll think about coding that myself....

I've often felt some fleeting pangs of guilt (OK - so fleeting as to be 
nearly undiscernable) working low power in a contest and having the other 
op really go above and beyond the call to pull me out, with no extra 
reward for his effort. 


How about a little contest that works like this: 
point value depends on power class: 
>5wW = 1 pt 

or less = 2 pts 


5 W 

2 W or less 4 pts 
1 W or less = 6 pts 
0.5 
Q.1 


or less = 10 pts 
or less = 18 pts 


These are roughly based on db below 5 W. 


Exchange: power class, SPC, number of QRP rigs owned (or some such other 
trivia) 


Here's the special feature. The point value of each QSO is the xproductx 
of the power class points of the two stations. You can change power class 
during the event, but can't change during a QSO once contact has been 
made. That is, no "limbo" OK to call at low power then increase until 
contact is made, though. 


Examples: 
a 4wWworks a4W: 2x2= 4 pts 
a 4 W works a .5 W: 2 x 10 = 20 points 


a .5 W works a .1 W: 10 x 18 = 180 points 


Score = total of QSO points x SPC mults

I had good propagation, working lots of stations in the surrounding states, 
particularly Texas.

@.85 kHz. It is important to come back to somebody right away, otherwise teh 
pack gets real unruly and it becomes harder and harder to pick one out.

He's absolutely right -- here are the rules from the ARRL Website. If we didn't 
have the contest club formed a year or so ago, it's too late to form one no 
(AFTER the contest). 


But it is something to consider for next year .... for example .... the Norcal 
group could easily have a ''contest club'' since they have regular meetings. 
And with a little paperwork filed, etc., they could probably qualify for a CLUB 
CONTEST ENTRY. 


The rules from the ARRL website: 


. Club Competition: 

.1. Six ARRL-sponsored contests include an ARRL affiliated club competition: 
.1.1. January VHF Sweepstakes 

.1.2. (February and March) International DX Contest 

.1.3. September VHF QSO Party 

.1.4. November Sweepstakes

8.1.5. (December) 160-Meter Contest 

8.1.6. (December) 10-Meter Contest 

8.2. Only clubs actively affiliated with the ARRL may participate in the club 
competition. This means the club: 


8.2.1. Is affiliated with the ARRL, and 
8.2.2. Has filed an annual report with the Field Services Department of ARRL HQ 
within the last two years. 


8.3. For a club to be listed, the following conditions must be met: 


3.1. Entries from three different members of the club must be submitted. 

3.2. The entry must clearly indicate the club name on the summary sheet. 
8.3.3. The club secretary must send a list of all club members eligible to 
compete for the club (not a club roster) and which level (unlimited, medium, 
local) they wish to enter for each competition within 30 days after the contest. 
8.3.4. A member's score must be shown in the contest results to be counted for a 
club. Only that score shown in the results (or in subsequent corrections) will 
count for the club competition.

8.4. There are three categories of club competition: 


1. Unlimited 

1.1. Club submits 51 or more entries. 

1.2. One station can submit two entries--one on CW and one on phone in the 
November Sweepstakes and the DX Contest. 

8.4.1.3. All stations and all operators must reside within 175 miles (282 km) of 
the club's center. 

8.4.1.4. All members must attend at least 2 club meetings per year to be 
eligible to submit an entry. (However, if the person has not been a member for a 
year's time, they must have attended one meeting as a member prior to the 
contest. ) 

8.4.1.5. Those club members who are disabled to the extent that they are unable 
to travel are exempt from the two meetings per year rule. However, they must be 
regularly active in club affairs. 

8.4.1.6. To be considered bona fide, a member must be active in club affairs. 
8.4.1.7. Members living outside 175 miles and members that operate stations 
outside 175 miles may not compete in the club competition. (See rule 8.6.)

8.4.2. Medium 

8.4.2.1. Club submits 50 or fewer entries and does not qualify under the local 
club criteria. 

8.4.2.2. One station can submit two entries--one on CW and one on phone in the 
November Sweepstakes and the DX Contest. 

8.4.2.3. The same mileage and attendance requirements apply as the unlimited 
class club. 

8.4.2.4. Members living outside 175 miles and members that operate stations 


outside 175 miles may not compete in the club competition. (See rule 8.6.) 
8.4.3. Local 

8.4.3.1. Club submits 10 or fewer entries. 

8.4.3.2. (One station can submit two entries--one on CW and one on phone in the 
November Sweepstakes and the DX Contest.) 

8.4.3.3. All members must reside and operate within 35 miles of the club's 
center. 

8.4.3.4. There is no attendance requirement. 


8.5. Single Operator and Multioperator station scores may be counted: 

8.5.1. At a guest-operated single-operator station, both the guest operator and 
the station licensee must be members of the same club in order to count the 
score for that club. 

8.5.2. At multioperator stations, at least 66% of the operators must be members 
of the same club for the score to count for that club. 

8.5.3. A multioperator entry may (optional) utilize non-member operators 
licensed one year or less without including such operators in the above 66% 
calculation. (The intent here is to encourage clubs to recruit contesters from 
newer amateurs without adversely affecting the club aggregate score.) 


8.6. For the ARRL International DX Contest, DXpedition (operating outside the 
United States and Canada) scores may be counted for either single operator or 
multioperator stations even though the operation is outside the club's area. 


8.6.1. For single guest operators at a DX station, only the operator must be a 
club member and meet all other criteria. 

8.6.2. For multioperator stations, the score counts for only one club and at 
least 66% of the operators must be members of that club and meet all other 
criteria. 


8.7. In conjunction with the two meetings per year rule, the club must hold at 
least four in-person meetings per year. 


8.8. A club's entry classification may be changed if, in the opinion of the ARRL 
Awards Committee, the club has manipulated its number of entries to allow the 
club to enter a lower classification. (For example, if a club with 100 members 
submits only the 10 highest scores, even if more than 10 of its members wish to 
compete. ) 


8.9. It is not within the intent of these rules that a club should vote out a 
member or that a member resign and then be voted back into the club later so the 


member-attendance rule can be met. 


8.10. The highest scoring active affiliated club entry in each category 
(unlimited, medium, local) will be awarded a gavel.

I know you have George, I've been reading your posts! You can count 
yourself partially at fault for this new operating bent of mine. ;) 


It was really cool to watch the dual pass band filters on my icom 746 
work as well as the DSP noise reduction and DSP peak filter. I would 
hear some QRM and see it in the waterfall, then use one of the above to 
"slice" it off the display and away it went! I operated for a little 
while after the hunt and for zero beating a signal, you just can't beat 
the waterfall display. I also watched a couple of CW Q's and noticed how 
the operators were not exactly zero beat. 


For QRP (weak signal, not minimal equipment!) this is invaluable. You 
can see signals you might otherwise skip over. After spotting a weak 
one, apply the filters and it will pop out of the noise. This has really 
opened my eyes as an operating aid. Just what I need though, another 
computer.

Hi, Ed, 


I built one and, overall, I like it. What I didn't like is the fact that 
the original design has NO audio filtering, so I was hearing +- 10 kHz from 
the frequency where it was tuned. Though the binaural effect helped sort it 
out, I built a stereo audio filter with about a 1500 Hz cutoff; it helped a 
lot. I also upped the audio output to about a watt with 2 LM-386 amps. 


To me, listening to the band in binaural mode is quite relaxing. It helps 
some with QRM, but for me, the BIG difference is in the way it handles QRN 
-- the static crash is spread out spatially, leaving the desired signal 
sounding like it is in the middle of my head.

What I have found is that if you call that station with a single call, sent 
at 20+ wom, if he can hear you, he will give it a go. What helps me is that 
my call is well known to most of the SS ops and they know that I will not 
waste a lot of their time but will send the exchange once and let them ask 
for fills. The best ops ask me for fills one at a time, so when they send 
NR? I send ONLY the number. They then send CK and I send only the check. I 
usually work the big guns every year that way and they tend to remember my 
call. Of course, having a call that is easy to remember does help. :-) 


What the big guns fear is that the weak one that is calling them at 10 wpm 
will send everything 3 times, just to make sure it gets through, and in the 
meantime, that hard-earned frequency will be taken away from them. 


The bottom line, based on things said to me by some of the big guns, be 
precise and efficient and they will appreciate the call, even if you are 
weak. Of course, this applies a lot more on Sunday afternoon and evening 
than it does Saturday night. :-)

OK, sounds like we should, at the very least, encourage some of the 
existing regional clubs, like NORCAL, NJQRP, etc. to file their 
paperwork so that QRP scores can be aggregated for the club rankings 
where possible. This is a good publicity idea even if the rules 
don't let all members of the club include their scores. How about 
the AZ SQRPions? Would they qualify? 


It may take a lawyer to figure out how to create a "contest club" 
flexible enough to include more QRP-L participants, though. My 
(un-lawyerlike) reading of those rules, groups like QRP-ARCI can't 
do this, as they are too diffuse and don't hold enough general 
meetings. 


I was inspired to ask this because I was recently contacted by a 
regional contest group here in Illinois asking me to join and 
contribute my scores. My first reaction was "Why me?" since I've 
never been anywhere near the top of any scoring list. But I did have 
scores listed for the RTTY Roundup and the 10 Meter Contest, both 
in the same recent issue of QST, so I guess that's why they asked 
me. I don't mind contributing my scores to a group, but I'd rather 
give the credit to a QRP club, preferably with "QRP" in its name. 
Unfortunately, I don't know of such a "regional" club here in the 
midwest, unless MI-QRP would qualify. (I don't belong to MI-QRP, 
but certainly could join...) 


Still leaves me asking, though, "Where are the club scores for the 
1999 CW SS?" According to the rules posted on the ARRL site, club 
score reporting IS accepted for Sweepstakes, yet the 1999 results 
did not include a listing.

>Rod & gang: I can tell you how it was done on the railroad. We handled 
two types of messages, internal Railroad messages, and Western 

Union. Internal railroad messages would be sent by originating 

station to destination station, provided destination station was on 

the same WIRE as originating station. If not, the message would 

be sent to a relay station to be forwarded to its destination. 


Western Union messages were always sent to a Western Union 
relay station. 


All stations that were on the wire used by any station to send a 
message, could hear/copy the message if they so desired. As 

a new telegrapher in mid 50's, I used to copy (or try to copy) 
everything that came down the wires, just for practice, & cuz 

I loved the code. Wires typically serviced all stations between 
terminals, which was approximately 100 miles. We usually had 

a relay station set up in each terminal, and wires could be jumpered 
by telegraphers (on orders of the Wire Chief) at each depot, and 

in each terminal, to extend coverage, or in case of wire trouble. 


It was a sad day, when the wires came down!

I scrounged up some ZIF Sockets for use with my PIC programmer play. 
I have extras if anyone needs them. The PIC16F84A microcontroller chips I 
am using are 18pin DIP. 


Why a ZIF socke? Since you probably will have to plug and unplug the chip 
during program development you run the risk of bending or breaking off the 
pins on the chip with a regular socket. The ZIF socket has Zero Insertion 
Force. You drop the chip in the socket and then crank a little handle to 
grip the chip. 


The sockets that I have are 20 pin DIP. They should fit fine. Just cover 


the last two slots or just make sure that you insert the chip at the 
"front of the bus" :) If you need to install them on a pcb with only 18 
pin holes you could clip off the last two on the bottom of the ZIF 
socket... 

That may seem like a pain until you see the price.... 

The sockets are new. 


The deal is first come first served. You get ten -20PIN ZIF sockets for 
$10. Postage is $1.50. If you want them priority mail $3.20. Priority mail 
supplies the box. It may be safer.I should be able to get 3 sets of ten in 
one box if you or friends could use them. That would save on postage. 


You must reserve them by email as this is a limited offer.

It seems that the distance limitation can be somewhat wider than 
just 50-100 miles, depending on club size, etc. Groups like NJ, MI, 
NORCAL, or AZ probably have enough members within the distance.

The idea is just to get listed at all, i.e. to get into the top ten 
or whatever it takes. Think of it as a "publicity stunt" rather like 
Ed's hope of getting more Q station logs turned in than B for the 
Sweepstakes.

W6TOY/3 mentioned in his post something about 250Hz filters. And now Jimmy 
did also. 


During pileups and contests like SS the operators in the contest WILL run 
their filters at 250Hz or so if they have them. It is a necessary evil. 


During SS I had to run the FT-1000MP with the 250Hz filters almost 99% of the 
time. For someone running good antennas where Q stations sounded just like A 
and B stations and that is the way it was for SS for me. I didn't know if 

a station was Q or A until they sent the PR unless they were one of only 

a handful that were extremely weak due to propagation conditions at the time. 


I went to the 500Hz filter only if I was calling CQ and wasn't getting 
contacts. 

This to check to see if I had zero beated a B or A station and I wasn't going 
to get Qs no matter what. 


In order to prevent fatique and protect the ears operators will and have to 
run with their best filters. 


This year there were a larger number of Q stations. It would be interesting to 
see a correlation of scores vs filter bandwidth and antennas and experience in 
contests in general. One of things that I see is that every year the scores 
increase significantly. We are in an age of better equipment than say that of 
10 years or more. We are learning and growing almost daily. Information 


overload 
is here, but if you take the time to weed out what you need you can also do 
better at whatever you attempt. IMHO. 


Tell you what I'll do. For everyone that entered SS, if you will email me your 
log AND EQUIPMENT I will do a series of stats on them and post a summary to 

the list. 

This will work only if I get most of those of you that entered. And please 
make 

sure you don't reply to this message and send same to the list. You'll hear 
from the police on this one. 


If interested, let me know. Don't send it until I say so and have the files 
setup for doing this. 


Anyway, in any contest like the foxhunt, etc. figure the operator has his/her 
station setup for optimal use and go with it. During SS I had to call a few 
stations twice to get in their bandpass because they may have used the RIT/XIT 
for the last Q and forgot to reset. I used the RIT and its RESET button often 
when I called CQ. Even with the 250Hz on I could tell if someone was calling 
me off frequency another 500 Hz. Their signal was down but I could tell they 
were there. You need a good hearing range of freqs for Morse no matter what 
your age. I have spent my entire life protecting my hearing and will continue 
to do so.

In an earlier post I gave the wrong info on details on 
a 80M vertical. I used 3.070mHz and ment to use 
3.570mHz. I chose 3.570 as its between the QRP freq on 
3.560, and psk31 hang out on 3.580. 


You can download the program "Reducer" as well as 
GWBASIC from my downloads web page, listed below. 


Here's the correct info for a 80M 1/4 vertical only 45 
ft tall. I've reduced the total length by 30%, which 
is conservative. 


A ----2--- //[]/---~ B 


Wire A is the top stinger and 27.5ft long. Then comes 
the coil which is wound on a 2" PCV form, 6.1" long. 
There are 21.2 turns, at 10 turns per inch, and the 
coil itself should be 2.1" long. 


Wire B is 18.35ft long, and I would suggest at least 4 


radials. Further I will bring the radials up afew feet 
off the ground. 


Reducer will allow you to shorten a dipole by allot 
more than 30%, and use forms, 2", 2.5", and 3" 
diameter. For a 1/4 wave vertical, just make one side 
of the dipole. 


Here in the Ozarks, the tops of mountains often have 
poor soil and trees dont grow as tall as down on lower 
elevations. So even a 45 ft vertical can be difficult 
to hang from a tree. I was informed by Ken K5ID that 
its ok to bend up to 50% of the antenna at a near 90 
angle, and it wont effect the pattern that much. 


In his modeling software it says the pattern may favor 
the side away from the way the bend points, but only 
1dB or so. 


So with these "tricks" we may be able to hang an 80M 
vertical from a 30ft tree! Cool, or what!!! 


I'll try for way less than a 90 degree angle just the 
same, and try to make the bend way less than 50% to be 
sure. 


Ken also added that any trimming needed for SWR's 
needs to be done on wire A, the top stingter of the 
vertical. 


I have a 30% shortened inverted Vee, hanging off my 
metal tower. But I hope the vertical will work better 
for longer range. 


As soon as it stops raining here, I'm goin tree 
fishin!

Hi, Y'all. 

As I mentioned in a recent post, I am now "trained" in the art of 
receiving PSK31 transmissions on a Radio Shack DX-390 communications 
receiver. I would rather do the receiving on my Hammarlund SP-600-JX-26 
in crystal control mode. For this, I need a frequency-determining crystal 
of the frequency 4035 kHz... Say, wasn't 4035 an old MARS frequency ? 
Anyway, on frequencies below 7.4 mHz, the SP-600-JX-26 uses a single I.F. 
of 455 kHz so, using a "high-side" xtal HFO, ... 4035 - 455 = 3580 kHz ( 
the low end of the 80 m PSK31 "band"). The 6 dB selectable bandwidths of 
the I.F of this receiver are 200, 500, 1300, 8000 and 13000 Hz. 


Ok, on the transmit side... I have found a source ( or the source found 
me) for the FMX phase modulator and it should arrive here within the next 
week or so. I am told that the FMX may be less a couple of tubes, 
although it is not clear which. The FMX uses one each 6SJ7 audio amp, 
6SG7 reactance-tube modulator and OD3 VR150 voltage regulator. I will 
search for these, as required. 

I have noticed as, no doubt, many of you have that W1AW, among other good 
and positive things, serves as a really good marker for the middle of the 
"band" at 3581.5 kHz. when W1AW is on the air. 

I'm not sure, at this point, how much latitude I'll have in center 
frequency adjustment so I'll just find a crystal which falls somewhere 
within the "band". 3580 - 3583 , approx. 

That translates, of course, to 1790 - 1791.5 for the MSS.
